2. After reviewing the amendments made to the claims as well as the Applicants 
remarks, the Examiner asserts that all of the Applicants arguments were persuasive in 
light of the amended claims.

for each transaction or the delay of write transactions for a predetermined amount of 
time from their reception in a bi-directional data replication system.
